Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-8 and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Art Unit: 3746 

The prior art does not teach the invention as claimed. It is noted by the 
examiner, and stated here for the record of prosecution, that the aspect of the invention 
as claimed in independent claim 1 determined to be novel and patentably distinct from 
the prior art is embodied in the following limitations: a reinforcing wall portion provided in 
a cylinder head of a refrigeration compressor, the reinforcing wall portion having an 
extension which is spaced from an outlet tube of a suction muffler (see annotated 
drawing - the reinforcing wall portion 12 having an extension, labeled for convenience, 
spaced from outlet tube 6) and having two openings which are parallel to each other, so 
that each receives one of two tubular projection of the outlet tube, the openings seated 
against a valve plate. These limitations, in conjunction with the relationship between the 
valve plate, the suction muffler and its outlet tube, patentably distinguishes the present 
invention from the previously cited prior art.
